INFESTATION 
OF ROSY APHID 
REPORTED HERE 


Fruit growers of Adams county 


are "confronted with a serious in- 
festation of rosy aphides unless spe- 
cial measures are taken," M. T. 
Hartman, county farm agent, said 
today following a survey of a num- 
ber of county orchards with J. O. 
Pepper, extension entomologist from 
State College. 


Unfavorable weather conditions 


which have prevented fruit growers 
from making normal progress in 
their spraying operations was blam- 
ed for the increase in the aphid 
population. During the survey made 
to determine bud development and 
insect pest conditions in the coun- 
ty's fruit belt, Mr. Hartman and Mr. 
Pepper found that where a dormant 
spray application was made with 
either dinitro or tar oil the aphides 
were lacking, but where the growers 
were unable to use a dormant spray 
aphides-were found in abundance 
and the larger percentage of the in- 
sects were rosy aphis. 


Suggests Sulphate 


"It is evident" Mr. Hartman said 


today, "that the larger percentage 
of aphid eggs have been hatched 
and that those which have not are 
either cracked 
or 
in 
advanced 


stages of development." 


Mr. Hartman suggested the use 


of nicotine sulphate, especially in 
those orchards where buds are de- 
veloping rapidly and it is not con- 
sidered safe to use oil. The or- 
chards show considerable variation 
in development, the county agent 
said, and there still are some or- 
chards, or parts of orchards where 
oil can still be used. 


To combat the 
situation 
Mr. 


Hartman Friday mailed a letter to 
all growers giving suggestions on 
sprays to be used.

Today, 
a white stone shaft stands on 
the spot where Lincoln stood 
when he delivered that great 
G e t t y s b u r g Address.

Tilings that came to Gettys- 
burg was The Last Reunion of 
the Blue and Gray . . . com- 
memorating the 
seventy-fifth 


anniversary of the Battle of 
Gettysburg, in 1938. One thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty- 
five Civil War veterans from 
every state' in the Union, ex- 
cept Rhode Island, attended. 
Each with a personal attendant, 
with special Pennsylvania State 
Police protection, a 
medical 


regiment, Red Cross nurses and 
others they occupied a specially 
constructed tented city for 7,000 
on the Battlefield. 


California sent 150 veterans. 


Texas, 130; Pennsylvania, 115; 
Ohio, 103, and so on down to 
one each from Nevada and Wy- 
oming. Fourteen special trains 
carried the veterans to and from 
Gettysburg. All expenses were 
paid by Pennsylvania and the 
federal government. 


Five hundred and forty-eight

Moscow, April 15 (AP)—Russian shock troops of the 


fourth Ukrainian Army converging on Sevastopol are al- 
ready in sight of the hills on its outskirts, and the great Cri- 
mean port has taken on the aspect of an exploding ammuni- 
tion dump, field dispatches declared today. 


Soviet Black sea pilots have "paralyzed the traffic of 


enemy ships" and only a small strip of coast is in German 
and Romanian hands, said a dispatch to the newspaper 
Pravda. 


The dispatch said torpedo boats and the big guns of the 


Soviet fleet were blasting the enemy at the docks, littering 
the harbor with wreckage and German and Romanian bodies. 


Attempt To Sack Crimea 


(This dispatch indicating that ammunition stores were 


being destroyed may mean that the Germans are preparing 
to abandon the Naval base, and already are trying to escape 
by sea.) 


The correspondent added that panic was mounting among 


the enemy, and that he had counted 430 dead Romanians and 
Germans along less than a mile of highway between Sim- 
feropol and Sevastopol. 


He said that the enemy had tried to sack the Crimea, 


loading many craft with pillaged goods, but forgot them in 
their haste to get away, just as they forgot their tanks and 
guns. 


Another Fourth Army force rammed southeast through 


the southern Crimean hill country 25 miles and captured the 
port of Alushta, 46 airline miles across the lower end of the 
peninsula from Sevastopol, and only 16 miles northeast of 
the strongly fortified port of Yalta, the Russian com- 
munique said. 


Enemy Abandons Equipment 


Seizure of Alushta cut off a German force retreating down 


the coastal road from Feodosiya to the northeast and closed 
the trap on the German and Romanian troops herded into 
the Sevastopol sector. The other end of the trap was anchor- 
ed on the west coast 20 miles below Yevpatoriya, dispatches 
reported. 


Gen. 
Andrei I. Yeremenko's independent Maritime Army, 


surging in from the Kerch peninsula'on eastern'side'of the 
Crimea, captured Karasubazar, 25 miles east of Simferopol, 
in an 11-mile advance and joined forces with Tolbukhin's 
left flank. Other Maritime Army columns drove west along 
the Kerch-Dzhankoi railroad and stormed the town of 
Ichki. A third force raced 16 miles down the coast and oc- 
cupied Sudak and Uskut. 


Soviet Stormovik divebombers maintained a ceaseless pa- 


rade over the retreating Germans and Romanians who were 
abandoning not only trucks, rifles and ammunition. . . But 
even their own personal clothing, overcoats, boots, sjteel hel- 
mets, kit bags and gas masks."

Nazi Strategy 


The basic strategy which the Ger- 


man command is trying to work out 
is fascinating. It's divided into two 
parts, like this: 


First, the Nazis must keep the 


Galati gap open long enough so 
that those 
defeated and weary 


troops which escaped 
from 
the 


Odessa trap by land, and from the 
Crimea by sea (if any), can pass 
through to safety for rest and re- 
organization. 
Secondly, 
having 


thus provided haven for these rem- 
nants of a once mighty fighting 
machine. Hitler must be prepared 
to fling a big army of fresh re- 
serves into the gap to hold it closfed 
against the pursuing Russians. 


That will be one of the decisive 


engagements of the war. The Nazi 
Fuehrer may be expected to give it 
everything he can. How much that 
will be is an unknown quantity to 
the outside world. But it won't be 
long-now before we learn the truth 
about his reserve strength. 


Holding Actions 


Of course that's not the whole 


story of the preliminaries to the 
battle of the gap. The Nazis are 
fighting holding actions to delay the 
Red advance on Galati. Tactics may 
change rapidly as the Russian pres- 
sure increases, but at the moment 
the Germans are trying to hold a 
line running from the Carpathians 
in the lasi sector eastward to the 
Tiraspol area on the Dnestr river 
(you 
need your map here). This 


line, which is some 125 miles north 
of the Galati gap, is delaying the 
Russian approach to the gap from 
the north and is facilitating the 
withdrawal of the Nazi IroopS which 
are retreating from the southern 


• 
Ukraine Into Romania. 


While all this is going on. there 


seems to be a temporary lull on the 
southern Polish front just north of 
the Balkan show. This likely has>

Insulation Went Bad 


When a reader's car stopped dead 


the other day, in spite of having 
run quite well before, he wisely sus- 
pected something wrong with the 
electrical system. In time it was 
found that somewhere between the 
coil and the spark plugs there was 
an open circuit, but the usual sus- 
picions proved fruitless. No cracked 
rotor appeared. There was nothing 
wrong with the distributor cap. The 
breaker points had not stuck open. 
Its fibre 
lubbmg 
block 
wasn't 


broken or worn down. Finally he 
traced the low tension wire from 
the coil and found that where it 
entered the distributor there was a 
completely disintegrated piece of in- 
sulation. Low tension current was 
grounding to the distributor body.

Show me how a driver accelerates

We hear a 
lot about the need for avoiding ac- 
celeration these days, but there's too 
litrle consideration for the fact that 
the main kind to avoid is accelerat- 
ing with the throttle wide open. An 
engine can take just so much fuel! 
and anything beyond this is waste, i 
Thus it is possible to get away in 
an emergency with less waste of fuel 
than many a heavy-footed driver 
uses just for a normal pick-up. 


What's tbe Answer?

The V. S. Government has decided that there shall be no coupon rationing of coal or coke dur- 


ing the year beginning April 1, 1944. 


However to insure that every user will be supplied with a fair store of the available supply, a 


Federal regulation has been adopted which requires each user of anthracite or coke to supply the gov- 
ernment with certain information, which is to be filed with his regular fuel dealer. 


A copy of this consumer declaration can be secured from the undersigned dealers. 
Please fill this consumer declaration out promptly, so as to ensure receivinK your supply of fuel. 


-Retail dealers are prohibited from making deliveries until this requirement has been met. Do 


not file statements with more than one dealer for the same property, unless this has been your custom 
in the past, and then indicate this plainly on the statement. Please answer every question. 


Between April 1 1944, and October 1. 1944, retail dealers may deliver to any user only one-half 


the normal annual supply; consumers are prohibited from receiving more from any source or sources, 
under penalties. Even such deliveries are forbidden during April and May until current heating re- 
quirements of consumers have been met. 


Conservation ^'imperative; no user may receive more than 87',* per cent of his normal annual re- 


quirements of anthracite or coke between April 1, 19-14, and March 31, 194-5. The remaining 12'* per 
cent may be made up of substitute fuels. 


Filing this statement with your dealer does not constitute an order; your order should be placed 


with him immediately, however, to permit him to schedule deliveries far in advance, as us necessary 
under Government regulations.
